URING^thc recent state campaign the writer 


contended in perfect' good faith that thu 


progressive measures which characterize the do- 
mestic polic\ of President Roosevelt are more 
Dentocratic .than Republican, and that the best 
way to sustain the president during the-remain- 
der of his te^m was by the election of Democrats 
to office. Now that the president has sent his 
message to congress, and while it is fresh in the 
public mind, I desire to call attention to this 
subject again. 


The message urges more stringent legislation 


for the regulation cf various forms of wealth. It 
.declares that the railroad rate law may need to 
be strengthened by giving stilll more power to 
the Interstate Commerce' Commission, and urges 
that the meat inspection law .should be amended 
by provisions for dates on the labels of packages 
and for the payment of inspection charges by the 
the packers. 
i 


The latter demand is a particularly pointed 


illustration of the president's disposition to stand 
with the Democrats. 
When the meat bill was 


pending, Democrats tried to make it cover both 
of these points, but their demand was ignored 


' by the Republican maority. In the congressional 


campaign which followed, Democrats criticised 
the legislation for the absence of these features. 
Now the president joins with them, urging dates 
on the labels and demanding that the packers 
shall pay the expense of inspection. 


Still more striking is the president's advocacy 


of a national inheritance tax and an income tax. 
These measure's were conspicuous in the Demo- 
cratic platform of 1896, when Bryan was fiercely 
denounced for his "socialistic tendencies" in con- 
sequence. 
Now a. Republican president 
takes 


them up-and puts the weight of his message be- 
hind them.
